The reports received here 
are fragm entary, lint all agree that 
the big liner began calling fo r help 
by her wireless tit 2:3.3. 
The fir-t to 
pick lier up w as the wireless station

End.

“ We have a big list, rush bel]),” 
flashed through the air and immedi­ 
ately orders were soul to the nearest 
point to get every available (-raft to 
tile scene. 
The fi-hing fleet from Kinsale was 
early on the scene and immediately 
began the work of taking on hoard 
passengers from the big liner. 
It is 
understood that the L usitania's own 
boats were used to care for the p a s ­ 
sengers. 
On all o f her recent trips 
these boats have been swung over­ 


s id e and their covers removed ready 
f o r any eventuality and it is probable 
t h a t to this precaution m ay lie due 
tile salvation of the passengers. 
The first word reaching London of 
the plight of the Lusitania, w as an 
unconfirmed rum or received at the 
general offices of the f i m a r d line. It 
is said that the big steam er w as in 
trouble. 
The line officials m ade it 
public and promised to keep the 
public informed from time to time. 
There was much excitement. There 
h a d been grave doubts th a t the.

here say that all of the passengers 
were saved. 


Sinking of the Lusitania was the 


hardest blow of the war to date so 
far as neutral commerce was con- 
cerned. 
The reports received here 


arc fragmentary, but all agree that 
the big liner began calling for help 
by her wireless at 2:33. The first to 
pick her up was the wireless station 
at Lands 
End. The appeal was 


urgent. 


"We have a big list, rush help," 


flashed through the air and immedi- 
ately .orders were sent to the nearest 
point to get every available craft to 
the scene. 


The fishing fleet from Kinsale was 


early on the scene and immediately 
began the work of taking on board 
passengers from the big liner. It is 
understood that the Lusitania's own 
boals were used to care for the pas- 
sengers. On all of her recent trips 
Ihese boats have been swung over- 
side and their covers removed ready 
for any eventuality and it is probable 
that to this precaution may be due 
the salvation of the passengers. 


The first word reaching London of 


the plight of the Lusitania, was an 
unconfirmed rumor received at the 
general offices of the Cunard line. It 
is said that the big steamer was in 
trouble. 
The line officials made it 


public and promised ito keep the 
public informed from time to time. 


There was much excitement. There 


had been grave doubts that the. Ger- 
mans were in earnest when they 
threatened to attack the passenger- 
carrying liners. The sinking of the 
Falaba had been considered the final 
act of this kind and when it was 
realized that the biggest passenger 
liner in commission had fallen victim 
to the "war, London was aghast.

Alfred G. Vanderbilt was told-in 


one of these mysterious dispatches 
that the vessel would be torpedoed. 
Others -were warned that the... big 
Cunarder would meet with some dis- 
aster before reaching port. 


The messages were followcdby the 


circulation of similar veiled 
warn- 


ings on the pier by 
mysterious 


strangers. 
This fact was reported 


to the Cunard private detective force 
and the strangers soon 
hurried 


away. 


None cancelled 
passage on the 


Lusitania because of the warnings, 
but the activity of the unknown per- 
sons caused an air of uneasiness to 
prevail. Despite the wanting, the 
Lusitania carried the largest num- 
ber of passengers in months. She 
broke all previous records for the 
number of second cabin passengers.
